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LESTER P. MARTIN, JR. 


Judge Lester P. Martin, Jr. was appointed to the Grand Lodge line by 
Most Worshipful I. Boyd Hopkins, Grand Master of the Grand Lodgeof North 
— A. F. & A. M, at the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge in 
April, 1984. 


Brother Martin was born in Mocksville, North Carolina, on June 21, 1924, 
and was introduced to Masonry two months later when his father carried him 
to the Annual Mocksville Masonic Picnic on the Second Thursday in August, 
at Clement Grove, Mocksville. 


Brother Martin takes pride іп the fact that he was “rocked т a Masonic 
cradle." His mother, Helen Bahnson Martin, grew up in the Farmington home 
of her grandparents. Her grandfather, C. F. Bahnson, was a long-time Grand 
Lecturer of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, and the author of the North 
Carolina Masonie Lodge Manual. She was a charter member of Mocksville 
Chapter No. 173, O.E.S., and served as its second Worthy Matron. Although 
she died in 1986, she lived to see her oldest son become the second member of 
her family to serve as a Grand Lodge officer. 


Lester Martin's father, Dr. L. P. Martin, practiced medicine in Mocksville 
until his death in 1963, and was an active Mason. He was Master of his lodge on 
two occasions, Worthy Patron of the Mocksville Chapter, O.E.S., and was the 
District Deputy Grand Master of theold Winston-Salem District from 1932 to 
1934. 


Brother Martin was raised to the Sublime Degree of a Master Mason by 
his grandfather, Frank Bahnson, in Mocksville Lodge No. 134, on March 15, 
1946. His father gave the lecture. He served as Master in 1965, after being 
installed by P.G.M. Giles Hudson. He was Chairman of the Program 
Committee of the Annual Mocksville Masonic Picnic for several years, 
including 1980—the One Hundredth Anniversary of the picnic, when Senator 
Sam Ervin was the principal speaker. He is a 33? Scottish Rite Mason, a York 
Rite Mason, a Shriner, and a member of the Eastern Star. 


After graduating from Mocksville High School in 1941, Brother Martin 
attended Oak Ridge Military Institute (1942) and Catawba College (1945-47). 
He graduated from UNC at Chapel Hill in 1949 and received his L.L.B. 
Degree from Wake Forest School of Law in 1954. At Carolina he took courses 
under P.G.M. Wallace Caldwell, and he later studied law at Wake Forest 
under P.G.M. Edgar Timberlake. 


During World War II, Martin served as a radio operator in a Troop 
Carrier Squadron in the China-Burma-India Theater. He was awarded the 
Air Medal and the Distinguished Flying Cross. After the war, he was active in 
the North Carolina National Guard for several years, and for part of the time 
commanded the Guard unit in Mocksville. 


Brother Martin was elected to the North Carolina General Assembly, 
representing Davie County, in the 1961 and 1963 sessions. In 1963, Governor 
Sanford appointed him to the Board of Trustees of Appalachian State 
University. In 1967 he became a Counsellor of the North Carolina State Bar. 
He vacated both positions in 1975 after being elected to the District Court 
Bench. He was Chief District Court Judge of the Twenty-second Judicial 
District until his election to the Superior Court Bench in 1988. Prior to 
becoming a Judge, he practiced law with his brother, George Martin, also a 
Mason, in Mocksville. 

Martin is a member of the Mocksville Baptist Church, has served a term 
on the General Board of the Baptist State Convention, as well as 
parliamentarian for twoofthe annual meetings of the State Convention. He is 
an Eagle Scout and has been awarded the Silver Beaver Adult Scouting Award. 


In 1951 Lester Martin and Elizabeth Weaver were married in Victoria, 
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Virginia. Elizabeth is the daughter of Judge and Mrs. R. S. Weaver, Jr. of 
Victoria. Both her father and grandfather were Masters of their lodges. 
Elizabeth and Lester have two grown sons: Lester Poindexter Martin, III and 
Robert Samuel Weaver Martin. Son Bob is a Mason, a member of the Scottish 
Rite, and a Shriner. Son Pete was a Navy pilot and is now an airline pilot.

Worshipful Willett R. Tillett, Senior Grand Warden, who 
passed away on Wednesday, May 21, 1990. 


TRIBUTE 


Brother Willett Reginald Tillett was born May 9, 1929 and became a 
Master Mason just twenty-one years later, in Manteo Lodge No. 521, which 
was then Wanchese Lodge at the time. For the next forty years his Masonic life 
was one of service, achievement and progress. He became Master and later life 
member of his lodge; he served as District Deputy Grand Master, District 
Education Chairman and District Deputy Grand Lecturer of his district at 
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various periods. Appointed to the Grand Lodge line in 1984, he progressed 
steadily through that line to his election and installation as Senior Grand 
Warden just a month ago. He served on numerous Grand Lodge boards and 
committees. He held membership in the York Rite, the Scottish Rite and the 
Shrine, and was a member іп several appendant Masonic bodies. Honors were 
bestowed upon him in all of these. 


But it is not for the years he served, or for the offices he held, or for the 
honors he received, that we pay tribute to Willett Tillett today. It is for what 
was in his heart while he lived a brother among us, and for what is in our hearts 
today as we mourn his passing. 

There was always love in Willett's heart; love for his family, for his church, 
for his country, for his Masonic Fraternity, and for his Brother Masons and for 
all men. Over and over he demonstrated that love in his quiet and gentle but 
positive manner. He was willing to go the last mile for a brother, to undertake 
whatever task was asked of him, to counsel with the lowest and the highest 
Masons on an equal basis, to do whatever he could to advance the cause of 
Freemasonry and to serve his brothers. His legion of friends in Dare County 
always knew that "Gadget" was always there. 

Thesethings were always in Willett's heart, and for them we pay tribute to 
him today. 

Inourown hearts today wesuffer the bitter pangs that only a great loss can 
bring. We face the certain knowledge that our earthly ties with Willett Tillett 
are forever broken, but we rejoice in the equally certain knowledge that our 
love for him and his love for us lives on and on, and that we will ere long sit in 
lodge with Willett once more, in that Celestial Lodge above, where our 
supreme Grand Master presides. 

We feel in our hearts not only the pangs of personal loss, but also the sense of 
great loss suffered by the whole Masonic Fraternity. We feel the gentle urging 
that each of us must work a little harder and accomplish a little more than we 
have, that we may thereby honor in the highest possible manner the 
remembrance of him who dwelt a brother among us. 


These things are now in our hearts concerning Willett Tillett, and for them 
we pay tribute to him today. |

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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 1) 


The Grand Master presented W.-.Brother Jesse A. Helms, 
Jr., Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who 
delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Distinguished Grand East, and my dear 
brethren: 


This being the third time that a Most Worshipful Grand Master has 
honored me with a designation that I could not possibly deserve, there's no 
point in my trying to conceal the truth that I am not an orator, let alone a 
"grand" one. 


A William Jennings Bryan, I am not—but I'll tell you what I ат: A fellow 
who is humbled by the privilege of being with you this morning, and grateful 
for the blessing of having you and other Brother Masons as my friends for 
more than four decades. 


Speaking of oratory, I'll always remember that evening in 1972, the year I 
first ran for the Senate. I was in acommunity west of Asheville trying todrum 
up support from members of a political party to which I had only recently 
switched. The people there scarely knew me, but they arranged a dinner at 
which perhaps 150 people showed up to take a look at that television feller from 
down in Raleigh. I made a terrible speech and when I had concluded, the 
master of ceremoneis suggested that I stand at the door and shake hands as the 
people departed. 


So, I did. The people were gracious. Some even said they enjoyed my 
speech—which was an act of courtesy on their part. But then a little man 
walked up, stared me in the eyes, and said: "That's the worst speech I ever 
heard in my life!” 


Needless to say, that made me feel uncomfortable until the next man in 
line grabbed my hand, and whispered in my ear: “Mr. Helms, don’t let Elmer 
bother you—he's sort of a town character and a little bit touched in the head. 
АП he does is run around repeating what he hears other people say." 


We are gathered here at a time when the American people are proud 
again to be Americans. And we owe a debt of gratitude to those 550,000 young 
men and women deployed by a courageous President to stop a bloody tyrant in 
his tracks. 


The President sent me, last Labor Day, to the Persian Gulf to meet with 
the heads of state of four allied countries. After I finished my assignment, I 
asked if I might meet with some of our soldiers, sailors and Marines. 


I had never been in a desert on a day when the temperature was 128 
degrees. I had never landed by helicopter on a battleship speeding up and 
down the Gulf at 25 knots or more. | 

But I did it then, and I guarantee that I came home with thestrains of God 
Bless America ringing in my ears, because those young men and women 
demonstrated to me what the Miracle of America is all about. 

If I sound emotional, it's because I am emotional—and know you feel the 
same way about your and my blessing of living in a land where we sing, and 
mean: "My country, 'tis of Thee." The land of the free and the home of the 
brave. 


Home of the brave? You bet! 


Remember those American pilots who wereshot down and taken prisoner 
by Saddam Hussein? After being beaten and tortured, they were dragged 
beforethe Baghdad television cameras, their faces swollen from the beatings. 


Two of those brave men were from Seymour Johnson Air Force Base at

Goldsboro. I talked with the wives of both Colonel Eberly and Major Griffiths 
the day following their husbands' appearanceon television. What remarkably 
courageous ladies they are! 


When the Iraqi forces had been defeated, these two great young 
Americans, Colonel Eberly and Major Griffiths, were released and they began 
their long journey back home to their wives and precious little children. 


I met them and their families at Andrews Air Force Base near 
Washington on the early morning of March 15th and flew with them to 
Goldsboro where a tremendous crowd wept and cheered with joy in weleoming 
them home. 


At Easter time, I received a note from Colonel Eberly —thanking me—can 
you imaginethat: thanking me!—for going with him and Major Griffiths, and 
their families—back to Goldsboro. 


Dear Lord, how can we ever thank them enough! 


Along with his note, Colonel Eberly sent a prayer that he had composed 
while he was in that dark, filthy cell—and that little prayer tells why he is 
brave, and how he endured the cruel punishment of those terror-filled days 
and nights. 


Let me read it to you: At the top, he had given it a title: 
Someday 


Alone, I sit in the dark 
The Lord lights my way. 
I pray for the moment 
He knows my journey 
I sing his hymns 
He keeps me safe 
I put my hand in His 
He answers my prayers. 
Someday— 
Our Shepherd will lead us home. 


Then at the bottom, he wrote: “SOMEDAY finally came, March 5, 1991.” 


Today, I hopeyou will indulge my memories of just a few of the events and 
the people who played such a meaningful part in my far-too-limited role in 
Masonry during the past 43 years. 


I shall, for example, forever be grateful to the brethren at Widow's Son 
Lodge in Roanoke Rapids where special communications were scheduled to 
enable me to complete my Blue Lodge degree work before reporting to a 
broadcasting station in Raleigh to begin a new job in mid-January 1948. 


And there will always be a special place in my heart for that kindly old 
textile worker in Roanoke Rapids who tirelessly drilled me in the 
catechisms—sometimes until 3 o'clock in the morning—because all of it had to 
be done within a three-week span. Both of us had to be at work at 6 a.m.—he at 
the textile mill, and I to put a radio station on the air for its day of 
broadcasting. 

That is when I learned beyond doubt that Masonry is a caring and 
sacrificial bond between men—or as our beloved departed brother, the great 
Senator Sam Ervin, often remarked—the three great affirmations of 
Masonry: God, Man and Immortality. 

There have been so many helping hands along the way —brother Masons 
whom I mention only as examples: Jimmy Brewer and Lloyd Wilkerson and 
Pete Dudley among so many others. 

The Bible makes clear that there will be a fierce battle just prior to 
Judgement Day to be fought on "the great day of God" between the forces of 
good and evil at a place called Armageddon. I want to say this to you with all 
the sincerity I possess: If I could choose but one man with whom to stand at 
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Armageddon, it would be any one of you who have so inspired me down 
through the years. 


Many times I have been asked when and where my devotion to Masonry 
began. I have been asked about the two pins I wear on my lapel. The larger pin 
has two flags—one the flag of the United States of America, the other a flag 
bearing the Masonic symbol. 


The smaller pin is one signifying that I have been honored far beyond 
anything I could possibly deserve. It is the 33rd degree pin which, following a 
highly emotional experience for me, was presented on October 18, 1989— 
which happened to be my 68th birthday. 


The larger pin—the one with the two flags—was placed on my lapel in 
mid-October of 1972, less than three weeks before that year's election. A 
brother Mason approached me at a function in Jacksonville, put the pin on my 
lapel, and said: “Brother Jesse, if you'll wear this good luck pin until election 
day, I guarantee that you'll win by a hundred thousand votes." 


А small confession: It never occurred to me in 1972 that I would win at 
all—let alone by a margin that great. But I was honoredto havethe pin—I had 
never seen one like it before. 


I wore it proudly—and I was elected by something like a 120,000-vote 
margin. 


I haven't taken it offsince. It's a little uncomfortable on my pajamas, but. . 


The smaller pin, I wear proudly, even though I never dreamed that one 
day I would receive the 33rd degree. 


I wear it in memory of the Number One Mason in my life who never once 
left the slightest doubt that he loved me—a big hulk of a man who taught me 
what life is all about; who took the time to explain to me that love of God and. 
— family are the unfailing measurements of the advancement of 
mankind. 


He's the man who took me by the hand and showed me things. In the 
evenings he would take me, a little boy, down to the railroad depot and give me 
a penny to puton thetrack just before the train roared into the station. To this 
day I have more than a dozen flattened pennies, each representing a heart- 
tugging memory. 

He took the time to listen. He was never too busy to answer my questions, 
or to pat me on the back when I did something right. 

But he was never harsh when time сате to reprimand me. Even as a little 
boy, I understood that it hurt him more than it did me. He counseled me to 
work hard in school because he wanted me to amount to something. He was my 
father—but, just as important, he was my friend. 

This man loved Masonry fervently and he made it clear that Masonry 
represented decency and honor and a personal responsibility. I was just a little 
boy when he began saying, "Son, one of these days I want you to be a Mason." 

This is the man who understood the brotherhood of man as well as—no, 
better than—any other man I have ever known. 

Iremember thesummer afternoon when he took meto a fishing holeout in 
the country from our little hometown. We were walking down a country lane, 
not far behind a group of teen-agers who were headed for the fishing hole. 

As we rounded a curve, we saw а turtle sitting on a fence post—obviously 
placed there minutes before by one of the teen-agers. My father stopped, 
pointed to the turtle, and said: "What does that tell you?" He answered his own 
question: "When you seeaturtleon a fence post, you know he didn't get there by 
himself." See? He was teaching me a simple lesson—that all of us need each 
other. That no matter how successful we may be, we can't do it by ourselves. 

Ап that was how he viewed the blessing of being a Mason. 

I remember the time when I was discouraged because I was involved in a 
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contest in high school. I tried not to "let on" to my father that I was 
discouraged —but he could read me like a book. 


He took me aside one evening, and asked: “Son, you've always been my 
smiling boy. Is something wrong? Is there something I can help you with? I 
told him about the contest —and that I wasn't going to win it. I pretended that it 
didn't really matter anyhow. He stood there, puzzled, for a moment. Then he 
asked, ever so gently: "Well, have you done the best you could?" I said yes, but I 
still wasn't going to win. It was then that hesaid, "Son, the Lord doesn't require 
you to win. He just expects you to do the best you can." (As it turned out, the 
contest didn't turn out bad at all.) 


This Number One Mason in my life sat in the Senate Family Gallery on 
January 3, 1978, watching me take my first oath of office as a Senator. 
Walking back to my seat, I looked up and saw the tears streaming down his 
cheeks. 


А little over a year later, I sat by his hospital bed, holding his enormous 
hand, sharing his love during what was to be our last visit together. 


He talked about Masonry and what it had meant to him. He was glad that I 
was a Mason, hesaid—and then he gripped my hand andsaid, “боп, I hopethat 
one day you will be a 33rd degree." 


I never believed it would happen, but I didn't tell him. I just squeezed that 
big hand of his. Shortly thereafter, he went to sleep. А coupleof hours later he 
was gone. 


You can imagine, therefore, my emotions that afternoon on October 18, 
1989, when I participated in that beautiful 33rd degree ceremony in 
Washington. I thought of the turtle on the fence, and the trips to the railroad 
depot, and the pennies on thetrack. I thought ofthe love and counsel ofacaring 
father to whom Masonry had meant so much. 


When the ceremony was finished, I was called upon for the customary 
brief remarks. I recited part of what I have just told you about this Number 
One Mason in my life, and I concluded by raising my hand, and saying: ^Pop, 
this one's for you." 


I surely must owe you an apology for having talked of such personal 
things. I am confident that you have deep-seated feelings, and memories, of 
yourown blessings andthat your devotion to Masonry is at least as meaningful 
as what I have just related. 


Which is precisely the point: All of us are better men for having been a 
part of Masonry. If we are faithful to the meaning of Masonry, then we will 
have a better appreciation of those eternal principles that deserve to survive. 

Masonry has provided the foundation for the development of our nation, 
beginning with George Washington. I happen to believe that this is one of the 
secrets of the Miracle of America. 


The seventh chapter of Second Chronicles, 14th verse tells it all: “If my 
people, which are called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, 
and will forgive their sin, and will heal their land." 

So mote it be! 


Thank you my dear brothers. God bless you, and God bless America.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 


(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of Brother Tommy L. Jones, 
Superintendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., 
was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Without any reservations I am pleased to submit the 76th Annual Report 
of The Masonic and Eastern Star Home to The Grand Lodge. The Report will 
verify the continuous stability of the Home in caring for a percentage of our 
elderly Brothers and Sisters. It should also remind each of us that the Home 
has been a vital part of our Fraternity for over seventy-six years. Since 
November 15, 1913, when the first two residents, a man and his wife were 
admitted, 1,229 residents have graced these grounds. During the past ten 
years, my tenure, 261 residents have been admitted and on theother hand, 234 
have passed away. Аз reported to you a few years ago, our objectives down 
through the years have remained constant. They are (1) to admit as many 
Brothers and Sisters as space and finances will allow, (2) after entering to 
provide each with nourishment, medical attention, rest and a comfortable 
living environment, (3) to provide each with spiritual, cultural and emotional 
therapy through varied, self-satisfying activities and counseling, (4) to help 
each maintain his/her independence and dignity, yet to have an 
understanding that he/she does not live alone, and (5) after expiration, to 
provide each with a proper and dignified final resting place, either in familiar 
family surroundings or in the Home Cemetery. 


In writing these Reports, I have found their nature is one of repetition. 
Therefore I have decided upon some specific guidelines to follow in order to be 
concise and relevant but not redundant. The Report is divided into two parts: 
(A) the care of the residents and (B) the condition of the buildings and grounds. 
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Where possible I will use numbers instead of words and phrases instead of 
sentences to reduce wordiness and also to provide you with quick information. 
I have left the finances of the Home and Board decisions to the Board of 
Directors’ Report. It would be needless repetition for both Reports to comment 
on the same topics.

1. The year 1990 began and ended with 198 residents. 

2. There were 18 admissions and 18 deaths. 

8. А total of 216 residents were cared for. 

4. The average daily enrollment was 194 residents. 

5. АП 35 applicants who applied were approved. 

6. The year ended with 114 approved applicants on the waiting list. 


The Home, as all nursing homes, must now be licensed by both the North 
Carolina Department of Human Resources (Division of Facility Services) and 
the North Carolina Department of Insurance. Since 1971 the state has 
required the yearly survey by the Division of Facility Services. This survey's 
purpose is to seethat thestatestandards for nursing homes are being met. The 
new requirement (1987) which is regulated by the Department of Insurance is 
a comprehensive Disclosure Statement that must be given to each resident 
upon admission. Because of rigid requirements, much effort was expended on 
satisfying the Department of Insurance with our Disclosure Statement. 


In years gone by I have used this space to list theservices, particularly the 
medical services, we are providing our residents. Suffice it to say here we 
neither added any new services nor curtailed any of the old during 1990. All of 
the consulting physicians have been maintained, but the mechanics for more 
and better services have been improved. 

The Rev. Victor Dowd, Grand Chaplain of The Grand Lodge, retired from 
Bessemer Baptist Church in Greensboro after twenty-eight years and after 
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forty-five years inthe pulpit ministry. He began his duties as part-time Home 
Chaplain on January 1, 1991. Brother Vic is counseling both residents and 
employees and providing visiting hospital services. He is also coordinating all 
of our religious programs. His communication with all is superb, his desire to 
be here is unquenchable and his addition to the Home staff has proven to be a 
much needed service we have been too long without. 


B. Condition of Buildings and Grounds 


The overall condition of the buildings and grounds is one of good repair. 
We are never ceasing in our efforts to make the Home and its grounds 
beautiful, aesthetic and comfortable. Besides the usual daily maintenance 
required of an operation this large, some special projects were completed 
during 1990. They were: 

1. The individualized heating and air conditioning of the 45 men and ladies 
rooms in the Bennette Building. 

2. New wallpaper and light shields for the large dining room. 

3. The property behind the boiler room was enclosed with a chain link fence. 
All property is now enclosed. 

4. The E lot and road adjacent to the Chapel and Setzer Building were 
repaired. 

5. Six new chairs and hair dryers were purchased for the Setzer Beauty Shop. 

6. Recycling of waste products was begun in late May. By the year's end the 
recycling figures were: newspaper, 9980 lbs; cardboard, 8450 158.; 
aluminum, 176 lbs.; scrap metal, 35,580 lbs. An additional benefit besides 
keeping the waste out of surrounding landfills was an enumeration of 
$429.93 which was used to purchase additional trees. 

7. A 65 lb. washer was purchased to replace one that finally came, after 
many years, to a complete stop. 

8. A gazebo was built in the arboretum adjacent to the Latham Building by 
the Boy Scout Troop No. 342 of Bethlehem United Methodist Church. 
These scouts were assisted by several prominent Greensboro Masons. 
There are many who deserve both congratulations and thankfulness for 

their sympathetic and financial support of the Home. They are too numerous 

to list here but I hope each has received a blessing and has a feeling of pride in 
knowing that they have helped to care for our elderly. I want to express my 

рта иде to the residents of the Home for their fine attitude and cooperation. I 

am likewise grateful to every member of our large staff of employees who have 

shown an abiding unselfishness and a real love for the cause in which they are 
investing their lives. They deserve a much larger credit than they have 
received for the successful work carried on each day. 

Inelosing I am conscious of the months and years that now seem to roll by, 
yet each day brings a new experience and another story. In practicing by 
example both the Christian and Masonic precept of "caring for others" I have 
and will continue to reach out to each resident and employee, not as the 
Administrator, but as a friend, and hope that by some action or word I will 
bring them happiness. 


My love for the Home, Freemasonry and The Grand Lodge remains 
unabated.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 


(Docket No. 10) 
The following report of the Board of Directors of the 
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Masonic and Eastern Star Home was received and entered on 
the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During 1990 the Board held its regular quarterly meetings on the second 
Saturday of February, May, August, and November. There were not any 
called meetings. Each of the regular meetings were well attended with very 
few absences and a spirit of harmony and cooperativeness for the most part 
prevailed. 


The Superintendent, the Assistant Administrator, and the Business 
Manager gave detailed reports, at each meeting, about the care of the 
residents and patients, the condition of the buildings and grounds, and the 
financial status of the Home. From these reports and from our observations, 
the Board can truthfully report the care given to the residents is superb; the 
buildings, although aging, are in good repair and holding up well; the grounds 
are clean, neat and well landscaped; and the financial status is sound, although 
we continue to be concerned about the income matching the ever increasing 
expenses. 


The Board and thus the Home suffered two irreparable losses during 1990 
when cancer claimed the lives of Sister Voncile R. Singletary, Worthy Grand 
Matron, and Brother Willett R. Tillett, Senior Grand Warden. On numerous 
occasions both sincerely expressed by words and actions their ever-abiding 
concern for the welfare of our elderly Sisters and Brothers. Voids created by 
E deaths of such dedicated members are becoming increasingly harder to 

ill. 


Three important steps were taken by the Board this past year. First, a 
consolidated pension plan for the employees of the Home, Orphanage, and 
Grand Lodge was approved. Second, the Home's By-Laws were amended so 
the total budget о the Home could be approved each February instead of each 
November. Since the fiscal year is the same as the calendar year (Jan.-Dec.), 
the Board felt they could make a better decision for the new year's budget 
afterthe December bills were paid. Third, the Home's By-Laws were again 
amended to read “The Secretaries of the ‘Grand Bodies’ shall serve as 
Observers on the Board without voting privileges." 


Аз in years gone by, a financial table comparing the last two years' 
operating income and expense will be shown. The two largest areas of 
increased expense during 1990 was in Administrative and Maintenance. The 
transfer of the employee's Pension Plan from one company to another and the 
ever-increasing employee's Hospitalization Plan together amounted to a 
$192,716 increase. In Maintenance, the individual, central heating and air 
conditioning of our large Bennette Building and the replacement of the 
Linville building cooling tower amounted to a $200,658 increase over 1989. In 
closing we want to express our deep gratitude to the Chairman of the Board, 
Bunn Phillips, our Grand Master. Because of his commitment and urgings, 
many ofthe Blue Lodges had special drives for our Care Center Building Fund 
and, as a result, our contributions for this worthy project increased $266,567 
and we ended 1990 with a total of $850,000.

The following report of Brother David R. Grissom, 
Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage, was received and 
entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Oxford Orphanage has had a wonderful 1990 year and the success of our 
program is due to the love, support and dedication of our masons, alumni and 
friends across North Carolina. The Oxford Orphanage Family is grateful for 
all you do as we continue to provide quality childcare for all the children who 
call this beautiful facility their "home." 


Аз Superintendent, it has been especially gratifying to work with a 
dedicated staff who enjoy helping children and strive to use their talents and 
energies for the betterment of Oxford Orphanage. As we celebrate 117 years of 
continuous childcare, it is our dream and desire to help each child grow to his 
or her fullest potential. 


Overall the campus is in Grade A condition as the children seem happy 
and stable. The buildings and grounds are in good condition as normal 
painting and repairs are done, as preventive maintenance, to deter any major 
repairs. 


The education program through the Granville County School System is 
doing well and the support from the teachers and school administration has 
been outstanding. 


The new Preparation for Independent Living Cottage, which opened in 
August 1990 has been a great success as the three students who occupy this 
facility are attending Vance-Granville Community College. Already new 
potential students are inquiring and wish to move into the Independent Living 
Cottage after their graduation. 


Another new operation which began after a long range study was made is 
the converting of our Dairy Operation to a Beef Herd Operation. Economically 
and vocationally, a change was made to help the children get more involved in 
this area of campus life. The Orphanage is very fortunate to have beautiful 
farmland which can be utilized to enhance new programs. Because of the 
acreage, more fencing has been placed around sections of the farm and a beef 
herd operation has been started with a workable number of beef cows. There 
arethirty-one brood cows and thirty that have calved and fifty-six bred heifers 
which will calvein thespring of 1991. As we become more involved in the beef 
herd operation, the 4-H projects will become a part of our new program. The 
4-H program will provide wonderful opportunities for our boys and girls to 
care for a number ofthe cows plus give them a chance to display their animals 
at cattle shows. 


In other areas of campus programs our clothing and dietary departments 
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have received many donations to assist all the children across the campus. As 
the children enjoy the latest styles of clothing, our clothing department is to be 
commended for their work as they prepare the students for school and assist 
them with any events that involve special participation in programs. 


The dietary department has enjoyed a wonderful year as many masonic 
lodges and groups have provided cookouts and special parties for the entire 
campus. The Orphanage Family is grateful to see these special friends share 
their time, love and talents with us as this provides an atmosphere of 
excitement for everyone involved. 


Throughout this year, we have been very fortunate as many companies, 
masonic lodges and individuals have gotten more involved in our Orphanage 
program and shared needed items which has assisted our budget and kept 
costs somewhat lower. We appreciate the donations which have helped us and 
we anticipate even more special donations in 1991.

In addition, we continue to involve 
the children in а number of areas of crafts, scouting and off-campus 
entertainment. The Orphanage is fortunate to have a number of staff people 
who give volunteer time to assist the children with various areas of sports. The 
Director of Athletics, Mike Little, and the Dean of Students, Brent Stewart, 
enjoy working with the volunteers and they are: Billy Bridges, Bruce Dement, 
Mike Norwood, Roy Reeves, Charlie Singleton, Glen Boyd, Linda Weeks and 
Charles Dean. 


Among our many wonderful events in 1990, Perdue Farms, Inc. provided 
а program called "Operation Teddy Bear" for all the children in the fall of 
1990. This event involved eighteen super rigs coming on the campus of Oxford 
Orphanage and taking each child in a truck ride around Oxford. A meal was 
provided by Perdue Farms for those who participated in the days events 
“Under the Oaks" as all truckers, their families and several staff members 
from the Perdue Office in Salisbury, Maryland had a successful day. Ав 
Oxford Orphanage was selected as the only childcare agency in the state to 
sharethis project, preparations are being madeto bring thesuper rigs back to 
the campus in the fall of 1991. 


Another special event that we enjoy every year in June is St. John's Day.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INC. 


(Docket No. 13) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of Oxford 
Orphanage, Inc., was received and entered on record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors held their regular quarterly meetings during the 
months of February, May, August and November 1990 on the campus of 
Oxford Orphanage. The meetings were very meaningful as each of the Board 
members gave a great deal of time and study to see that the children receive 
the best support in childcare. 


During the 1990 year, the Board of Directors expressed its appreciation to 
the Granville County School System for the continued support they give to the 
students from Oxford Orphanage. A new Superintendent, Mr. Mike Ward of 
the Granville County School System, was introduced to the Board as Dr. 
Thomas Houlihan resigned to return to his home state Indiana to assume а new 
position. Mr. Ward has pledged to offer any assistance which will help our 
children to receive a well-rounded education. Our children are very fortunate 
to have teachers who are concerned about their education and if need arises 
regarding our students Mr. Pat Cox, our educational representative or staff 
member from the Orphanage is always available to visit the schools and 
represent our students. 

The enrollment at Oxford Orphanage has increased during 1990 to a total 
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of 159 at the end of the year. The census shows eighty-eight boys and seventy- 
one girls. This is an increaseof twenty-four children abovethe 1989 report. We 
have seen that the children who are admitted to the Orphanage remain for a 
longer period of time as they are receiving love, stability and guidance. A 
wonderful program has been added to enhance the educational process for 
those students who wish to attend college. The Board of Directors approved the 
establishing of an Independent Living Program. As the children graduate 
from Webb High School, they can remain on campus and attend the local 
Vance-Granville Community College. Already new students who will 
graduate from high school are wanting to move into the renovated Masters 
Cottage and prepare themselves for Independent Living for approximately 
two years at which time they can transfer to a four year college. However, at 
the end of two years, thestudent can move into adult life with atwo year degree 
and establish himself or herself in the work force. This new educational 
endeavor has been a much needed program and we are pleased with the 
success thus far. 


After careful study from a Long Range Planning Committee, it was 
decided by our Board of Directors to convert the Dairy Operation at Oxford 
Orphanage to a Beef Herd Operation. Economically this change needed to 
occur as more emphasis on vocational training should be experienced with this 
new program; the 4-H projects will be stressed so the children, both boys and 
girls, can learn more responsibility in caring for their particular animals. 
Under proper leadership from Mr. Joe Duekworth and Mr. Frank Hobgood, 
who are employees with the Orphange and with the assistance of the local 
Agricultural Extension Office in Granville County, we feel that this project 
will be a successful program. 


Financially, the Board of Directors wishes to thank our masons, groups 
and friends for their support in 1990. Theoperating costs of Oxford Orphange 
continues to increase and every contribution that is given toward childcare is 
used wisely and for the benefit of all the children. The total operating cost for 
Oxford Orphanage during 1990 was $2,885,601.30 which shows an increase of 
$345,567.87 or approximately 8.35 percent over the total cost of $2,540,033.43 
in 1989. As Oxford Orphange has had a long 118 year history of great support 
from our Craft, we know we can continue to count on you for your wonderful 
generosity. Please make every effort in the new year to visit the Orphanage to 
see what your kindness is providing for the children. 


In 1990 many masons, their families and friends visited Oxford Orphange 
during St. John's Day in June. Over 11,000 attended this event which is the 
largest annual тазопје supported gathering each year. We continue to 
express our gratitude to Brother Lloyd Young, Chairman of the St. John's Day 
Celebration, and his committee for the wonderful work that is seen and 
experienced each year. We offer a special thanks to the three Shrine Temples, 
Amran, Oasis and Sudan, as they provide a parade, rides, food and fun for all 
those who attend. As this is a very successful endeavor, please prepare to 
attend the upcoming St. John’s Day Celebration to be held on Saturday, June 
22, 1991. Your only admission expense is a big smile and a lounge chair so you 
can sit “under the Oaks” and enjoy the entertainment and parade.

Pursuant to Regulation 38-17 of THE CODE of The Grand Lodgeof North 
Carolina, the Committee on Oxford Orphanage made its annual review 
andevaluation of the Oxford Orphanage at Oxford, North Carolina on 
February 8, 1991. We were most cordially welcomed by Superintendent, 
Reverend & Brother David R. Grissom, his staff and the children. 


An excellent overview of the facility and its operation was presented by 
Brothers David R. Grissom, Michael К. Norwood, Manager—Maintenance 
Department, and Brent H. Stewart, Dean of Students. After a tasty lunch, 
Michael K. Norwood conducted the committee members on an extensive tour 
of the facilities.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
ON UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
(Docket No. 16) 


The following report of the Committee on Unfinished 
Business was received, entered on the record, and referred to 
the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


REGULATION 30-05. No new copy of the Official Standard of the Work 
or the Vocabulary shall be issued to any subordinate lodge except to replace 
those returned to the Grand Secretary due to their useless condition or to 
replace copies proved to be lost or completely destroyed. When any of-ficer of 
any lodge shall fail or refuse to present or deliver up the copy of the Official 
Standard of the Work or the vocabulary with which he is charg-ed, or any or 
either of them, when called for by the Grand Master, his authorized 
representative, the Grand Secretary, the Grand Lecturer, a member or the 
Board of Custodians, or a District Deputy Grand Master, said lodgeshall pay a 
penalty of $25.00 for each copy not so presented or delivered up; however, if it 
appears to the satisfaction of the Grand Master that thesame has actually been 
lost or completely destroyed and therefore cannot be presented or delivered 
up, he may remit the penalty; such delinquent officer shall be subject to the 
provisions of Regulation 30-07(2). [67-16(8)]. 


Amend Regulation 35-08 (2) to read as follows: 
REGULATION 35-08. 

2. To apppoint from the Certified Lecturers, upon nominations by the 
Grand Lecturer, such District Deputy Grand Lecturers as the Board may 
deem necessary; provided, no appointment shall extend beyond the next 
annual communication of the Grand Lodge. No such District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer shall be installed or compensated for his service as such; but his 
actual and necessary travel expense shall be paid by the Grand Lodge when 
approved by the Grand Lecturer; the rate shall not exceed fifteen cents per 
mile actual y traveled, via the shortest route of travel, but not more than two 
visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. Before December 
tenth each year each District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall file an itemized 
account of such expense with the Grand Lecturer for his approval, and if 
approved the Grand Lecturer shall file the same with the Grand Secretary 
before December twentieth. 


Amend Chapter 38 by adding Regulation 38-21 to read as follows: 
REGULATION 38-21. 


The Committee on Masonic Public relations shall consist of five members 
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with staggered terms of from one to five years, to be appointed by the Grand 
Master, as follows: one for five years, one for four years, one for three years, one 
for two years and one for one year and their successors to be appointed for five 
year terms. 


It shall be the duty of this committee to develop and implement programs 
designed to increase public awareness of Freemasonry in this Grand 
Jurisdiction, and through appropriate methods to make the public aware of 
the good effects and purposes of the Masonic Fraternity.

1. The Grand Master shall have the authority to grant special permission 
to conduct fund raising activities which may not be in direct compliance with 
this regulation but are not considered to be a discredit to Masonry or to the 
various organizations which sponsor said fund raising activities. (49-03(11).

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 


(Docket No. 17) 


The following report was received and entered on the 
record. The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue 
its membership in MSA was adopted and the matter of 
finances was referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The 72nd Annual Meeting of the Masonic Service Association was held in 
the Town and Country Hotel, San Diego, California on Monday, February 18, 
1991, at 1:30 p.m. Most Worshipful Brother Archibald Duncan, P.G.M. (NM), 
chairman of the Executive Commission, presided. Dr. Charles Glassmire, 
died (ME) was unable to attend the meeting due to his continuing health 
problems. 


Most Worshipful Richard E. Fletcher, P.G.M. (VT), Executive Secretary- 
Treasurer, reported that MSA would be unable to have the special program 
planned regarding Desert Storm and activities concerning our troops in the 
Persian Gulf due to the fact that the brother from Saudia Arabia who was to 
present this report was unable to leave Saudia Arabia and attend our meeting. 
The MSA expressed its appreciation to the American Canadian Grand Lodge 
for their efforts to make life a little more pleasant for our troops and 
particularly members of the Craft stationed in Saudia Arabia in connection 
with the Persian Gulf war. 

Bro. Fletcher then gave a report on other activities of the MSA during the 
past year which included the following: 

All of the Grand Jurisdictions of the United States except two are 
members of MSA. 

In connection with appeals for financial help in 1989 for the Grand 
Jurisdictions of South Carolina, Puerto Rico and California, which continued 
into 1990, contributions totalling $350,950 have been received. These funds 
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nii allocated and distributed according to the instructions of the donors as 
ollows: 

South Carolina $243,325 

Puerto Rico $45,625 

California $62,000 
There are no outstanding appeals on behalf of any United States Grand 
Jurisdiction. Ап appeal was issued in the latter part of 1990 for assistance to 
the Grand Lodge of the Philippines because of the devastation suffered there 
through an earthquake and typhoon. At this time, MSA has received in excess 
of $20,000 for assistance to the Grand Lodge of the Philippines. 


The MSA is continuing its efforts to establish a close working relationship 
with Те staffof Mount Vernon and in this connection have prepared two Short 
Talk Bulletins on George Washington and have announced through Emesay 
Notes the availability of video tapes on George Washington's life. The Grand 
Lodge of Texas is funding the "Texas Gate" which is the main entrance to the 
Mount Vernon historical area. 


During the year, twelve Short Talk Bulletins were published and MSA 
now has a total of 816 Short Talk Bulletins available to the Masonic 
community. 


The Director of Hospital Visitation, Most Worshipful Thomas R. 
Dougherty, P.G.M. (NJ), gave a report on hospital visitation. He stated that 
while it is difficult to pibve, it is believed that hardly а day goes by when 
someone somewhere in the world is not being helped by MSA. However, this is 
not well known as MSA is a quiet organization. He pointed out that we now 
have hospital visitation programs in 150 VA Medical Centers and thirty-one 
state Veterans Homes. In addition, MSA is active inten military hospitals, the 
MayoClinic and the Medical Center Hospital of Vermont. The volunteers who 
provide visitation to the various hospitals contributeover 500,000 hours a year 
to help those who have given all buttheir lives to makethe world a better place 
for each and every citizen of the United States today. It was noted that two 
representatives have been volunteers for over thirty years and continue to be 
active at their particular medical centers. 


Ап Extra Mile Award Certificate was presented to Brother Ernest 
Borgnine for his work and contributions to Freemasonry and to MSA. 
Following this presentation, Brother. Borgnine presented an Extra Mile 
Award Certificate to Mrs. Eva Lée Dodds, secretary to the Director of 
Hospital Visitation. Mrs. Dodds has served as secretary to the head of the · 
Hospital Visitation for twenty-two years. She is the widow of Most Worshipful 
Lex Dodds, P.G.M. (DC). Notwithstanding that she will celebrate her 83rd 
birthday on April 16, 1991, she continues extremely active and is proficient 
with the computer and provides general secretarial assistance to the 
Executive Secretary and Director of Hospital Visitation Program. 

Most Worshipful Brother Dougherty commented on the continuing need 
for funds to defray the expenses of the Hospital Visitation Program and 
pointed out that contributions are tax deductible as the MSA із a tax deductible 
organization. 


The next meeting will be held in Washington, D. C. in February, 1992. 

I make the following recommendations: 

1. That we continue our membership in the Masonic Service Association. 
2. That each subordiante lodge be encouraged to make their members 


aware of the educational services available to Masons through the Masonic 
Service Association, and that they be encouraged to subscribe to the Short 
Talk Bulletins for their officers. 

8. That the Grand Master continue to schedule visits to the VA Medical 
Centers located in this Grand Jurisdiction and that other Grand Lodge officers 
accompany him on these visits when their schedules permit.

The Annual Communication of The George Washington Masonic National 
Memorial Association was held at the Town and Country Hotel in San Diego, 
California on February 18, 1991, at 2:30 p.m. 


The meeting was called to order by Most Worshipful Charles Brigham, 
Jr., P.G.M. (Ohio). Dr. Charles Glassmire, P.G.M. (VT), president of the 
— was unable to attend the meeting due to continuing health 
problems. 


Following the invocation, the three national flags were presented by 
representatives of the Order of DeMolay, Order of Rainbow for Girls, and Job's 
Daughters. The Pledge of Allegiance and national anthems were then given. 


Most Worshipful Charles Brigham, Jr. reported that at this time all but 
eight Grand Jurisdictions (North Carolina is among this eight) participate in 
the program whereby each initiate contributes $5.00 to the Memorial. In most 
Grand Jurisdictions this is included as part of the initiation fee which is 
collected from the candidate and remitted tnrough the Grand Lodge to The 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association. 


The Cornerstone Campaign which was announced in 1988 to increase the 
Association's permanent endowment fund and thus fulfill the founder's intent 
that the Memorial beself-sustaining is making progress, but continues to be a 
long way from the goal. Each Grand Jurisdiction was encouraged to give 
publicity to the Cornerstone Campaign and encourage support of its lodges 
and individual members. We were reminded that The George Washington 
Masonic National Memorial is the only national Masonic memorial. It is now 
almostsixty yearsold and requiring substantial maintenance and repairs. It is 
a most beautiful memorial to George Washington and Freemasonry and 
reminds us all of the influence Freemasonry had in the formation of our 
government. It represents Masonry's faith in the principles of civil and 
religious liberty and stable and orderly government—the very message of 
Masonry itself—and is a Memorial of which we can all be proud. 


А report was given by Worshipful Brother Michael J. McLaughlin, 
Executive Secretary-Treasurer, in which he commented on the following 
items: 

1. During the past year, the Memorial, in cooperation with local civic 
groups, had jointly sponsored several activities (concerts, etc.) that had been 
held in the Memorial. This had resulted in very favorable publicity for the 
Memorial and an increased awareness of the contributions of Freemasonry to 
the members of the public who had attended these events. 


2. The replacement of the windows (42) had been completed. We continue 
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to seek donors to reimburse the Memorial permanent fund for this cost. The 
cost was $7,500 per window. They are fourteen feet high. 


3. Therepainting of the Museum, redesign of cases and reinstallation of 
exhibits was completed in 1990. Also, the archives storage room was plastered 
and painted. 


4. Plansarebeing finalized to repair thetower lighting system. Fixtures 
— donated by GE and TruLand may donate a portion of the labor for 
installation. 


" Es Additional projects are needed but are on hold pending availability of 
nds. 


Following the conclusion of the business session, it was my pleasure on 
behalf of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to present to Most Worshipful 
Brigham astatuette of George Washington designed and sculpted by Dr. Tom 
Clark to be included among the artifacts in the Memorial. Most Worshipful 
Brigham expressed his appreciation for this gift and assured me it would be 
displayed at the Memorial. 

The next meeting will be held in Washington, D. C. in February, 1992. 

I make the following recommendations: 


1. That wecontinueour membership in The George Washington Masonic

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 30) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was received 
and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


When does history become history? Does an event become history ten 
years after the fact? Or does it require twenty, thirty-five, seventy, or a 
hundred years to qualify? 
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То me, anything that happened or existed before I arrived on the scene is 
history. It doesn't make any difference if it was twenty or a thousand years in 
the past, if it happened before I got there, it's history. I was born after World 
War I, so that conflict is history to me. I was involved in World War II, so that 
one is not history to me, though it is to my children and grandchildren. 


So reckoned according to my reasoning, our 1987 celebration ofour Grand 
Lodge's Bicentennial is not history to those of us who were members four or 
more years ago, but it is history to our more than five thousand Masons who 
have become members since that celebration. It occurred before they arrived 
on thescene. In their personal experience, it could just as well have taken place 
a century ago, instead of only four years back. They may wish to read about it, 
to hear about it. It could be an excellent topic for a lodge's educational 
program. 


Another bicentennial, this one fifteen years ago, in 1976, celebrated our 
Nation's bicentennial. North Carolina Masonry was quite active in that 
celebration and, by my way of reckoning, that опе is history to our more than 
twenty thousand Masons that became members since it occurred. That's 
almost a third of our members. 


Not only is the 1976 bicentennial interesting history for the most recent 
third of our membership, a study of it also offers rewarding hours and 
experiences for those Masons who were members fifteen years ago but who 
had not the opportunity ог the desire to participate in Masonry's observance of 
that important celebration. There area number of opportunities to relive those 
times. 


Launching the Craft, a history of the first fifty years of Masonry in North 
Carolina, was published as part of the Grand Lodge’s commemoration of the 
1976 celebration. Authored by Dr. Thomas C. Parramore, this excellent 
volume is now out of print and is rapidly becoming a collector's item, perhaps 
you can borrow a copy. It contains history you will not find assembled under 
one cover anywhere else, and it is fine reading. 


А series of events was scheduled for 1976, highlighting visits to ten of our 
oldest lodges, most of which were among the lodges that formed our Grand 
Lodge. There were other visitations and special meetings, accounts of which 
may be found in the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge for 1975, 1976 and 1977. 
Also, there is a scrapbook containing pictures and accounts of the 1976 
с this serapbook may be seen in the Grand Lodge office building, at 

aleigh. 


À special coin was struck and one thousand of those were serially 
numbered and minted in silver. They were rapidly sold to brethren 
throughout the state and, as you may imagine, are highly prized by their 
owners. Several mintings of the coin were in bronze: one was given to each 
official lodge representative, to each district officer, to each Grand Lodge 
officer, and to each Past Grand Master. The remaining thousands were sold 
almost as fast as they could be minted. 


Опео ће earlier noted special events was an emergent communication of 
the Grand Lodge in Tarboro March 27, 1976. The purpose for this meeting was 
to unveil the historical marker commemorating the 1787 formation of our 
Grand Lodge in that city. This beautiful marble obelisk stands in the Tarboro 
Town Common, on the north side of old U. S. 64. Its base is laid out in the form 
of a Masonic lodge. A truly unique monument to North Carolina Freemasonry, 
not one in ten of our members has ever seen it. 

So there is history all around us. But for starters, research the events of 
1976. Go to Tarboro and see our marker there. Goto the Grand Lodge building 
in Raleigh and look through the “1976 Scrapbook.” Also in Raleigh, obtain or 
read copies of the Proceedings of 1975, 1976 and 1977. Borrow a copy of 
Launching the Craft and read it carefully. You may even have opportunity to

purchase а copy of that volume from a relative of a deceased brother, or you 
may be able to purchase one of the silver or bronze coins in that manner. 


History is where you look for it.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLICATION 
OF THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON

The following report of the Board of Publication of The 
North Carolina Mason was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Publication of The North Carolina Mason met periodically 
during the year 1990-91 to evaluate the problems and make recommendations 
for the benefit and progress of the publication. 


The North Carolina Mason has had another very successful year and has 
continued as a monthly publication. The quality of the publication has been 
high both in content and format. The pictures have shown steady 
improvement. The new press that was installed at the Oxford Orphanage 
Printing Department has resulted in improved readability of the publication. 


At the April 16 (1990) meeting, the chairman announced that Brother 
Sam Hennis will have completed his service on the Board at the close of that 
meeting. The entire Board expressed its appreciation for his leadership and 
service which spans more than twenty years. Brother Hennis was the last 
remaining member of the original Board. 


The Board approved the request of the Reverend Mr. David R. Grissom 
for one issue of Campus Tracks to be inserted in The North Carolina Mason in 
1990. This was done at no expense to The North Carolina Mason. 


During 1990, two new members of the Board of Publication were 
appointed—Brothers Dalton W. Mayo and James Stratton. Each was 
welcomed, and it is anticipated that they will make major contributions 
toward the improvement of The North Carolina Mason. Brother Dalton W. 
Mayo was later elected Vice Chairman of the Board. Brother H. Lloyd 
Wilkerson was re-elected secretary. 


In the September (1990) issue of The North Carolina Mason, Editor 
Reynold S. Davenport ran a survey with which he hoped to determine what 
might be done with the publication that would render it more attractive and 
useful to the readers. He stated that the results were both gratifying and 
disappointing. They were gratifying in that 675 Masons took the time and 
trouble to complete the questionnaire and mail it in, but disappointing in that 
this number represented such asmall percentage of our mailing list. He asked 
the readers to indicate opposite each of eight titles if they did or did not wish 
them to continue in the paper. Of those who did reply, here is what was said: 
EDITORIALS: 97.74% wished them to continue; QUESTIONS & 
ANSWERS: 96.99% wished them to continue; WHAT MASONS WERE 
DOING: The vote was 88.37% for this to continue; ZIMROD Q. WAXPILLOW: 
Drew a 62.18% favorable response; UNSCRAMBLE: The least popular 
feature, had a 43.10% favorable vote; DEATHS: 92.48% wish it to continue; 
FROM THE LODGES: Very popular, with a 97.71% favorable rating: 
MEANDERING: The newest feature with 87.09% favorable vote. The 
complete article on the results of the survey is recorded on page 1 of the 
November 1990 The North Carolina Mason. 

The budget for the ensuing year has been presented to the Finance 
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Committee for recommendation to the membership at the Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge in April, 1991.

Thefollowing report ofthe Code Commission was received 
and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
We submit proposed amendments to THE CODE of 1948 as follows: 
AMEND REGULATION 32-06 (2) TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 


REG. 32-06. Each District Deputy Grand Master shall render to the Grand 
Master before December tenth of each year an itemized account of the actual 
and necessary travel expense incurred by him in the performance of his duties; 
the amount for mileage shall be determined by the Committee on 
Finance and approved by the Board of General Purposes. The Grand 
Master may order the same to be paid from the funds of the Grand Lodge, if 
such expense has been incurred in the performance of routine duty, but not for 
more than two official visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar 
year. If the expense has been incurred for a special duty, the Grand Master 
may order the lodge or the Grand Lodge to pay it. 


AMEND REGULATION 36-08 TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 


REG. 35-08 (2). To appoint from the Certified Lecturers, upon nomination by 
the Grand Lecturer, such District Deputy Grand lecturers as the board may 
deem necessary; provided a District Deputy Grand lecturer shall not become a 
member or an officer of the Grand Lodge by virtue of his appointment 
hereunder, and provided, no appointment shall extend beyond the next annual 
communication of the Grand Lodge. No such District Deputy Grand Lecturer 
shall be installed or compensated for his services as such; but his actual and 
necessary travel expense, shall be paid by the Grand Lodge when approved by 
the Grand Lecturer; the amount of mileage shall be determined by the 
Committee on Finance and approved by the Board of General Purposes;

Before December tenth each year each 
District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall file an itemized account of such expense 
with the Grand Lecturer for his approval, and if approved by the Grand 
ur doc shall file the same with the Grand Secretary before December

To the Most Worshipful Стата Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Research and Development held 
three meetings this year: June 8, 1990 (Raleigh), September 14, 1990 
(Raleigh), and January 11, 1991 (Raleigh). Several projects and work 
assignments were completed by the Committee. An exhaustive collection of 
materials on the recognition of Prince Hall Masonry by sister jurisdictions 
was gathered and discussed for future use and reference. The formulation of 
an Eagle Scout Recognition program for implementation by Grand Lodge was 
studied. The subjects of signs on Masonic properties and the utilization of the 
Open House concept was studied. 

The major effortof the Committee was associated with the continuation of 
the Seminars for Leadership in 1991. Topics selected with the advice of the 
Grand Master were: Grand Lodge Insurance Program, Subordinate Lodge 
Special Activities, Open House Program, and Financial Responsibility. The 
seminars were scheduled over four Saturdays in twelve geographic locations 
of the State.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
SUBORDINATE LODGE SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 


(Docket No. 34) 


The report of the Committee on Subordinate Lodge 
Special Activities was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


TheSubordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee is pleased to submit 
the following report of its activities for the Grand Lodge year 1990-91. 


During the year the committee has devoted a significant but necessary 
amount of attention to the task of getting itself organized to look after its area 
of responsibility better, and thereby provide improved service to the 
Subordinate Lodges and to the Grand Lodge. We are pleased to report that the 
committee is alive and well, and is functioning in compliance with its 
commission from the Grand Lodge. 

Files have been set up and procedures are in place to track requests, 
correspondence, and reports from the lodges participating in fund raising 
projects. 

Forms for requesting and reporting projects were revised to better meet 
needs and to overcome some of the inadequacies recognized in earlier versions. 


The committee has developed guidelines to govern it's activity in an effort 
to make it's evaluation and handling of project requests more uniform. 


Procedures are now in place that make it practical for the entire 
committee to participate in the review and evaluation of all project requests. 


А series of form letters have been written covering the most repetitive 
communications from the committee to subordinate lodges. These letters are 
stored on computer so that they can be recalled and used quickly and easily 
when the occasion requires. Along these same lines a file of names, numbers, 
and addresses of all subordinate lodges and District Deputy Grand Masters 
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was supplied by theGrand Secretary's office and entered on the computer so as 
to simplify the getting out written communications to lodges as required. 

In an effort to disseminate as much information as possible, and to 
communicate the changes in procedures, forms, etc., a mailing was sent out to 
all lodges, D.D.G.M.s, Grand Lodge Officers, and Past Grand Masters. This 
mailing contained a letter expressing the purpose of the changes to the CODE. 
Theletter encouraged lodges to avail themselves to the proper useof these new 
privileges. Enclosed with the letter was a copy of Reg. 95-48 and Chap. 36A of 
the CODE as adopted by the Grand Lodge during the 1988 session, a copy of 
the revised policy and procedure governing fund raising activities, and copies 
of both revised forms. 


During the year the members of the committee have traveled around the 
state talking with lodge officers and other interested Masons, in individual 
lodge sessions, district group sessions and as a part of the Grand Lodge 
Committee of Research and Development's area seminars about the 
Subordinate Lodge's new fund raising privileges, their responsibilities under 
those privileges, and the committee's charge to oversee all fund raising 
activities in this grand jurisdiction. 

TheSubordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee has also taken steps 
to better interact with other committees and commissions of the Grand Lodge 
in an effort to better do its job, and if possible aid those other groups in doing 
their job. As an example, if the lodge Service Commission advises a lodge to 
seek permission from the Subordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee to 
raise money, the Lodge Service Commission automatically notifies the 
Subordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee of that recommendation. In 
similar fashion, if the Subordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee 
discovers a lodge in need of Lodge Service Commission input, Lodge Service is 
notified accordingly. As a further example, there is an almost constant 
dialogue between the Subordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee and 
the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, as projects are evaluated and 
questions answered. 

TheSubordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee has also established 
very good communication lines with the Internal Revenue Service. Through 
these efforts we are able to get quick and accurate answers on the 
compatibility of a project with the prevailing tax law. 

The committee's effort to develop good and open communication with all 
subordinate lodges is starting to bear fruit. We are not only beginning to get 
excellent and valid questions regarding fund raising, but are also aiding 
lodges in getting answers on other related topics.

COMMITTEE ON MASONIC PUBLIC RELATIONS 
(Docket No. 35) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic Public 
Relations was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In August, 1990, responding to asensed need expressed by the Committee 
for Masonic Research and Development, and a proposed amendment to The 
Code having been submitted to create such a committee, Most Worshipful 
Bunn T. Phillips, Jr., Grand Master, appointed a Committee on Masonic 
Public Relations with the following assignment: 
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" Your duties and responsibilities are broad in scope as indicated in 
the following guideline: It shall be the duty of this committee to 
develop and implement programs designed to increase public 
awareness of Freemasonry in this Grand Jurisdiction and through 
appropriate methods to make the public aware of the good effects 
and purposes of the Masonic Fraternity." 


The findings of the national "Masonic Renewal Task Force Reports" were 
reviewed and kept in mind as we sought ways and means of fulfilling the 
assigned task of making the public more aware of the good effects of 
Freemasonry in the community. “A Working Definition" and a “Job 
Description" of the committee were adopted to give practical direction in the 
setting of the following tangible and intangible, short and long range goals: 


1. To dispel the erroneous idea of "Masonic secrecy." 


2. To enhance the public's perception that the Masonic Fraternity is 
relevant and effective, with the noble purpose of *making good men better" 
while meeting a variety of human needs. 

8. Toincrease Masonic membershp through ways masonically acceptable 
and legitimate. 

4. To utilize The North Carolina Mason as a major medium of 
communicating Masonic education as well as information. 


5. To put Masonic leaders to work as spokesmen in behalf of historically 
valid Masonic principles as solutions to public problems in public education, in 
the social order, and in the political arena. 


The committee views the public relations task from two angles: internal 
and external, or a combination of the two. That is, what can be done within the 
local lodge and among the lodges, and what can be done publicly to accomplish 
the public relations goals. With only an estimated thirteen (13%) of active 
Masons supporting change, devising agreeable public relations methods and 
programs is an incredible task. Nonetheless, after indulging in lengthly, 
diverse, and intense discussion, the committee began work on several ideas: a 
contemporary and bonafide Masonic public relations brochure for general 
distribution, printed instructions for open-house type lodge meetings, printed 
instructions for more prudent useof the local newspaper, a pocket-size card or 
brochure on “What to Tell the Profane,” and updating the cover of Davenport's 
“Freemasonry Revealed” for wider distribution. 


With Grand Lodge approval of its recommended budget the committee 
feels that before the year’s end the Craft will experience some of the results of 
the committee’s work.

REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER'S 
COMMITTEE ON DEMOLAY 


(Docket No. 37) 


The following report of the Grand Master's Committee on 
DeMolay was received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


This past Masonic year, 1990-1991, was a very exciting and prosperous 
time for DeMolay in North Carolina Currently we have fourteen active 
chapters in the North Carolina Association, which includes two new chapters 
іп Cary and Fayetteville and two re-activated chapters in Winston-Salem and 
New Bern. There have also been several inquiries for starting new chapters in 
Pinehurst, Siler City, Rocky Mount, Burgaw, and Wilmington. Our 
membership is steadily growing with seventy-four new young men initiated to 
the Order, thus putting North Carolina DeMolay in the top 1096 of the 
International Supreme Council in exceeding membership goals. During this 
year twenty-eigh advisors were also trained through the DeMolay Advisor 
Development (DAD) Program in three seminars held in Charlotte, Garner, 
and Wilmington. Through this Supreme Council Program over 8596 of active 
advisors for DeMolay throughout the state are certified. 


This year also saw two new programs for DeMolay through the 
International Supreme council. А Youth Protection Program was established 
dealing with numerous problems youth are exposed to today and ways for 
them to cope with these, as well as methods for adult workers to utilize in 
assisting the youth with these modern problems and seeking solutions. Ап 
Advisor Recruitment Program was also founded because of a new problem in 
locating and retaining volunteer adult leaders and role models for our youth of 
today. All of these programs are up-to-date and audio-visual driven for 
interest and attention, as well as ease in implementation. 


DeMolay and DeMolay chapters in North Carolina participated in 
numerous civic and Masonic service projects, both on a local level and state 
wide. This year DeMolays, Rainbows, and Job's Daughters were volunteer 
escorts and marshals for the State Games in Raleigh. They also made annual 
visitations to the Masonic and Eastern Star Home and Oxford Orphanage. 
Also our State Master Councilor attended and usually spoke at most major 
functions and meetings of the various Masonic organizations in North 
Carolina during his term. The DeMolay year culminated in Raleigh with our 
annual Grand Master's Class, a weekend conclave and initiation in honor of the 
Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. This year fifteen young men 
received both degrees of DeMolay with Most Worshipful Bunn Phillips 
observing. 

The Grand Master's Committee on DeMolay met on January 5, 1991 with 
all members present. A review of the past twelve months, where the 
Association is now, and the future of DeMolay in North Carolina were all 
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discussed. The following recommendations were suggested and decided upon 
for presentation in this report. The Committee hopes that the in-coming Grand 
Master and Grand Lodge will seriously consider these proposals. 

1. Ап immediate goal of establishing and appropriating more financial 
resources for DeMolay use in funding the Youth Protection, Advisor 
Recruitment, and DeMolay Advisor Development Program, and for use in 
purchasing audio-visual equipment for presentation of these programs. 

2. Ashort range goal of establishing a new Grand Master's Committee on 
Masonic Youth, expanding on this committee and comprised of appointed 
Master Masons involved as active advisors for DeMolay, Rainbow, and Job's 
Daughters. Many of the goals and problems experienced by one group is 
experienced by all three. Equal monetary appropriations should be 
established for use by each organization. Finally, keep in mind that these 
youth, both young men and young women, can be future Master Masons and 
Eastern Stars, addressing a membership problem we are experiencing in 
North Carolina Masonry. 

I submit this report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, on behalf of the 
DeMolay Committee as its Chairman.

69,000 others. DeMolay has made this possible for me and I am most grateful. 


Masonry and DeMolay аге the two greatest fraternal organizations in the 
world today. DeMolay founded by a Mason, Dad Frank Sherman Land, and 
sponsored by the Masonic fraternity, provides the leadership and guidance 
that youth is looking for today. 


Masonry and DeMolay in North Carolina are facing troubled times due to 
loss in membership. I have been told in 1977 there were 72,662 Masons in 
North Carolina and today you number approximately 67,514. DeMolay had 57 
Chapters in 1971 and today we have 14. Last year we had a gain of more new 
members than our losses for the first time in many years. DeMolay 
International congratulated us as one of 26 jurisdictions world-wide that 
showed this gain, and gave us a challenge to do this again in 1991. We 
reinstated 2 chapters, Cary and Fayetteville, last year, and have prospects of 1 
morethis year, New Bern. There is also interest in 2 new chapters at Pinehurst 
and Burgaw. 


DeMolay is grateful for Masons' support. Together we can help each other 
fulfill the goals of membership. I ask each of the Masters here to bring before 
your lodge the sponsorship of а DeMolay Chapter. Since I have been in 
DeMolay, within my own Chapter a Senior DeMolay has become a Master 
Mason and I know of at least two others during this same period who have 
become Masons. The records of my chapter show that at least five DeMolays 
have become Masons locally and there is no telling how many more. Masons 
exert a tremendous influence upon us.

As we pause this morning during our proceedings let us pay our respects 
and remember as we memorialize the lives of 1,464 of our Brothers who have 
been called from our midst since we met last April. 


Each of these Brothers will be remembered by many of us. Some have 
been called to their eternal reward after a long and painful illness, others have 
left us quickly, without any warning. However each of them left our fraternity 
we affectionately pause to remember them as we thank God for the influence 
each of them had upon us and Freemasonry in N. C. All of us will miss their 
work and fellowship in the various masonic meetings around our state. 


As we remember all of these may each of us dedicate himself to the 
E а of the work to which our fallen Brothers gave their unselfish 
evotion. 


At this time the eulogy for James G. Johnston, P.G.M., will be given by 
Richard С. Moore, S.G.D.; and the eulogy of Willett К. Tillett, late S.G.W. will 
be presented by Gerry T. Smith, Grand Steward. 


JAMES GUY JOHNSTON 


James Guy Johnston, a kind and friendly person, who, incidentally, 
preferred to be called Jimmy, was born in Chester, South Carolina, on October 
2, 1901, theson of Susan Alma Guy Johnston and Dr. James Gilliam Johnston. 
His early childhood was spent in that South Carolina community and there 
received his primary education in the Chester public schools. His father, a 
medical man, decided in 1915 that broader fields of service lay to the north, 
and he and his family removed their residence from Chester to Charlotte. In 
Charlotte Jimmy was enrolled in Baird's Preparatory School from which he 
graduated in 1919 and in the fall of that year he entered Davidson College from 
which he graduated in 1923. 


А resident of Charlotte for many years before moving his residence to 
Newton, thence to Greensboro, North Carolina, he was a charter member of 
St. John's Baptist Church, Charlotte, later moving his membership to 
Caldwell Memorial Presbyterian Church where he served on the Board of 
Deacons, was president of his Sunday School Class, and taught a Sunday 
School class of teenage boys. 


Jimmy was associated for many years with R. S. Dickson & Company and 
the Ruddick Corporation, Charlotte, as Vice President, Corporate Secretary, 
and Treasurer, a member of each company's Board of Directors and the 
Executive Committees thereof. 


All of us are aware of Jimmy’s great love for Freemasonry. He was raised 
to the sublime degree of Master Mason on March 25, 1940, in Excelsior Lodge 
No. 261, A. F. & A. M. He delivered his first lecture, the Entered Apprentice 
Monitorial Lecture, in June, 1940. He was appointed Steward in December, 
1940, served in every place and station, and as Master in 1947, later serving as 
Secretary of his Lodge in 1949 and 1950. The brethren of Excelsior Lodge 
made him a life member of that lodge in 1948. 

He passed the examination of Certified Lecturer in April, 1946, and 
served as District Deputy Grand Master for the 27th Masonic District during 
1948, 1949 and 1950. In 1948 he was appointed to the Board of Custodians of 
the Grand Lodge and served as its chairman for three years. In April, 1951, 
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М..У/..Негһегі M. Foy appointed Brother Johnston Grand Steward of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. He filled the various line offices of the Grand 
Lodge, and was elected and installed as Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina on April 16, 1958. From that time until he declined further 
appointments due to. his age, he served the Grand Lodge well on many and 
various committees. 


Jimmy received the Degrees and Orders of the York Rite in 1944 and 
served as High Priest of Charlotte Chapter No. 39, Royal Arch Masons; 
Illustrious Master of Charlotte Council No. 8, Royal & Select Masters; and 
Commander of Charlotte Commandery No. 2, Knights Templar. Jimy was also 
a member of North Carolina College, Societas Rosicruciana in Civitatibus 
Foederatis, and Saint Titus Conclave, Red Cross of Constantine. In the York 
Rite, he also bore the title of Knight of the York Cross of Honour. 


Jimmy received the degrees of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite in 
the Valley of Charlotte on November 27, 1941. He held the presiding office in 
all coordinate Bodies in Carolina Consistory, and in 1949, was designated to 
receive the rand and decoration of Knight Commander of the Court of Honour; 
he was coroneted Inspector General Honorary of the 33rd and last Degree оп 
October 25, 1957, in Washington, D. C., after having been elected to receive 
that rank and dignity by the Supreme Council, 33°, Southern Jurisdiction. He 
was appointed Deputy of the Supreme Council in 1964 and on October 22, 
1965, was crowned an Active Member of the Supreme Council. As Sovereign 
Grand Inspector General in North Carolina, Illustrious and Most Worshipful 
Brother Johnston occupied several stations in the Supreme Council and had 
been elevated to the office of Grand Prior at the time of his resignation іп 1981, 
at which time he felt it was time to step down due to his age. Under his 
leadership Childhood Language Disorders Clinics were established at 
Appalachian State University in Boone and East Carolina University in 
Greenville, through the availability of funds from the North Carolina Scottish’ 
Rite Masonic Foundation, of which he was President during his tenure as 
Sovereign Grand Inspector General. In recognition of his love and concern for 
children with learning disabilities and the establishment of clinics in North 
Carolina, Appalachian State University conferred upon him an Honorary 
Doctor of Laws Degree on August 12, 1979. 


Brother Johnston was created a Noble of the Mystic Shrine in Oasis 
Temple, Charlotte, North Carolina, in 1944. He was a former member of the 
Oasis Shrine Patrol, Emeritus member of the Director's Staff and a member 
of Charlotte Court No. 109, Royal Order of Jesters. 


Jimmy was an Honorary Member of many lodges in this Grand 
Jurisdiction, Past President of the Masonic Fellowship Club, a member of the 
Royal Order of Scotland and received the Legion of Honor (Honorary) Order of 
DeMolay in 1957. 


Brother Jimmy is survived by a daughter, Susan Johnston Harper, and | 
two sons, James Guy Johnston, Jr., and R. Middleton Johnston. This kind and 
gentle Brother was preceded in death by his beloved wife Sarah, and I feel the 
best way to end this Eulogy to him is to read the following excerpt from a letter 
written by him to some friends expressing his deep love for her: “1 mourn her 
passing more than words can convey, and I lament deeply my failure during 
her lifetime to appreciate her many fine qualities as fully as I now do in death. 
Now, all of our beautiful yesterdays together are fond memories urging us on 
in anticipation of yet another glorious life to come."

Brethren, this is the first annual communication of our Grand Lodge that 
Right Worshipful Brother Willett Reginald Tillett has missed in many years. 
Though we may not see or hear him, I can positively say he is here among us 
today and will forever be a part of us. Men that livethe life of Brother Tillett 
never die. He passed onward and upward to his long sought after Home to be 
with his Lord and Saviour on May 21, 1990. Funeral services were conducted 
May 23, 1990, at the First Assembly of God Church in Manteo with an 
overflowing crowd of friends and Brothers from across the state. Masonic 
burial services followed with Most Worshipful Bunn T. Phillips, Jr. officiating 
with assistance of the officers of Manteo Lodge No. 521 filling the other Grand 
Lodge Chairs. 


At age sixteen, in the height of the depression, he joined the Merchant 
Marines to be out on the water he loved, tosee the world, and hope for a bright 
future. On onetrip ina foreign land, homesick and to prove his toughness to his 
shipmates, he bought a tattoo of asailing ship with the inscription “Homeward 
Bound”. Later he considered it an ugly mark of youthful indescretion and 
hated it. I believe it had a great significance in Brother Willett’s life because he 
was forever “Homeward Bound”. He was atrue Christian in all his words and 
deeds; always putting God, family, country, Masons, friends, everyone else 
first to him. The love that Brother Willett’s family has for each other is a 
shining testimony to the greatness of this man. It is an inspiration to be with 
n. lovely wife, Jeanine, and the five children of their marriage truly made in 

eaven. 


One of Brother Willett's passions in life was teaching, sharing his 
knowledge and enormous talents with young people in the school system, 
church, and community. After his adventures at sea, he returned toschool and 
completed his formal education. He spent thirty years in the Dare County 
school system. He loved all children and was forever helping them repair their 
bicycles, toys, egos, or anything that needed mending. To many of the kids in 
his community, he was “Мг. Wizard" and "Mr. Rogers" all in one person. One 
of his many nicknames was "Gadget", he was always tinkering on something. 
He was very active in theserviceof God in the church he attended. He worked 
in the community in the Lion's Club, Volunteer Fire Department, and other 
civic endeavors. 

Brother Willett came into our Beloved Fraternity in 1950, being raised in 
Wanchese Lodge No. 521 which later became Manteo Lodge No. 521. He 
served as Master in 1955 and was elected to Life Membership in 1986 in honor 
of his love and hard work for these many years. He served on many Grand 
Lodge boards, committees, and offices, and D.D.G.L. and D.D.G.M. In 1984, he 
was appointed Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge; an honor he never, never, 
ever expected. He was a member of a large number of appendant bodies, and 
orders. He was awarded high honors for his labors. One of his special delights 
was attending Summer Assembly of the York Rite in the mountains. This man 
was atrue and total Master Mason in all his undertakings. He would have been 
a great Grand Master. 


I first met this man in Brother Earl Noe's room during Grand Lodge 
many years ago and was totally in awe of him immediately. He was quiet and 
very reserved but when hesaid something, you could feel the widom and power 
in it. He was never boastful, never wanted any praise for his many 
accomplishments. I came to love and admire this man very much andI found 
we shared a lot of the same loves. One of his favorite pastimes of which he had 
little time for was sailing, which all of us coastal people love. You'll never get 
any closer to God on the earth than to be out sailing with the winds of nature 
just pushing you along. the quietness and serenity is wonderful therapy for 
whatever ails you. You'll never see a more beautiful sight than the sun rising 
up out of the Atlantic Ocean in the morning. Alfred Tennyson wrote a poem 
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entitled Crossing the Bar one hundred years ago that seems as if it was 
written for Brother Willett Tillett.

ND 
DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND LECTURERS 


During the 1990 Annual Communication I presented my program for the 
year, to the District Deputy Grand Masters and the District Deputy Grand 
Lecturers. They enthusiastically accepted and carried out my program, “Ве 
Aware. Masons Care—and—Share.” 


The full cooperation and support of the D.D.G.M.s and D.D.G.L.s was 
evident throughout the year and they deserve a large part of the credit for any 
achievements recorded. One of my regrets, is that I have been unable to 
adequately thank each of you for the countless hours spent and dedication you 
have shown in carrying out the duties of your office. 


You are a great group and you “make the difference"!!! 
DISTRICT MEETINGS 


In an effort to reach as many members as possible, I held District 
Meetings across the state, in each of the Sixty-Five (65) Masonic Districts. In 
selecting the host lodge for each meeting, in almost every case, I selected the 
lodge who had the longest lapse of time, since they had been host to a District 
Meeting. 

The Superintendents of Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home experimented with a new approach this year, by holding Area 
Meetings separate and independent from the Grand Master’s District 
Meetings. I concurred in this arrangement, in order to allow them more time 
to present their programs and also to allow the Grand Secretary and Grand 
Master more latitude in discussing Grand Lodge matters. It also permitted 
more time to visit with the Brethren, while still enabling us to conclude the 
meeting by 9:00 P.M., which we were able to do in almost every instance. 


Unfortunately, the attendance at the Superintendents Area Meetings was 
disappointing and for this reason I would not recommend continuing this 
arrangement. 


Attendance at the Grand Master’s Meetings was encouraging. The Sixty- 
Five (65) meetings produced a turn-out of slightly in excess of Forty-One 
Hundred (4,100) for an average attendance of Ten (10) per lodge. 

My theme this year was “BE AWARE—MASONS CARE—AND— 
SHARE.” 

It also included: 

1. Encourage each lodge to hold a “Special” fund raiser this year, for 
completing the addition to the MESH Care Center. 

2. Promote Open Installation of Officers. 

3. Project a higher profile of Freemasonry by arranging for Awards to be 
presented in the presence of family and friends. 

4. Assure that Candidates and Members Families along with prospective 
non-masons, are encouraged to attend lodge functions, where permissible. 

5. Encourage visitation to other lodges and arrange to confer a District 
Degree, during the year. 

6. Support our Charities through Memorial Contributions. 

7. Promote proficiency of Masonic Funerals/Memorial Service. 

Right Worshipful Robert P. Dudley, Grand Secretary faithfully 
supported my District Meetings and explained the Amendments to THE 
CODE, that will come before the Grand Lodge, along with the Insurance 
Program now available to the lodges, at considerable savings. On a few 
occasions when he could not be present, the Assistant to the Grand Secretary, 
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Worshipful Walton Clapp filled in very capably. 


BOARD OF CUSTODIANS 


The Board of Custodians continues to quietly perform yeoman service for 
Freemasonry across our great state. They furnish the guidance for the 493 
Certified Lecturers to meld together the ritualistic work, so essential to the 
health and welfare of the fraternity. 

These dedicated leaders give unselfishly of their time and talents, asking 
nothing in return but the satisfaction and knowledge that the ritualistic work 
is in good order. When you return to your lodges I would encourage you to seek 
out your Certified Lecturers and express your thanks and appreciation to 
them, for their service. 

To Worshipful Brother William J. Clark. Grand Lecturer, along with 
Worshipful Brothers Kolen Flack, (Chairman), E. Floyd Dunn, (Faithful 
Secretary), Charles Potter, Fred Oglesby, H. V. Massengill and Steve Nixon, I 
wish to express my thanks and appreciation to each of you for your service to 
the Craft, during the past year. 


COMMITTEE ON MASONIC RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


Once again this year, in February and March, the Committee on Masonic 
Research and Development organized Workshop Seminars, in Twelve (12) 
locations, across the state. 


In order to receive maximum exposure, these meetings were held on four 
(4) Saturdays, in order that the Brethren could choose the time and place most 
convenient to them. Panelists with expertise on their assigned subject, were 
carefully chosen and a Grand Lodge Line Officer was assigned to attend each 
meeting. 

The following subjects were presented and discussed, followed by a 
question and answer period: 

1. Grand Lodge Insurance Program. 

2. Fund Raising-Subordinate Lodge Special Activities Comm. 

3. Open House Program. 

4, Financial Responsibility. 


By carefully choosing and limiting the number of subjects, it was felt that 
a more interesting and informative program could be developed. 


To Brother Donald Street, Chairman and Brother Charles Lewis, 
Secretary, along with the other members of this Committee. I express my 
thanks for your work in this important area. 


JOSEPH P. MONTFORT MEDALS 


In 1940 the Grand Lodge of North Carolina established the Joseph P. 
Montfort Medal, as а means of recognizing distinguished service, or 
outstanding achievement. A Grand Master is authorized to present no more 
than three (3) of these awards during his term of office. 


It was my pleasure and privilege to make the first of these awards on Мау 
30, 1991 at a District Meeting at Traphill Lodge No. 483, to Worshipful 
Brother James M. Joines, a member of Mount Pleasant Lodge No. 573 at 
Champion, N. C. (Wilkes County). Brother James M. "Doc" Joines, a Past 
Master and Past Distriet Deputy Grand Master, has been revered, in that 
area, as one of the “mainstays” of Freemasonry, for more than a quarter 
century. Much of that time this gentle man not only served as Secretary of his 
lodge, but was one of a limited number of Certified Lecturers in the area who 
assisted the other lodges by serving several terms as District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer. He has atotal of thirty-six (36) years service as a Certified Lecturer. 
His Masonic influence was evident in his home also, wherethe three (3) sons he 
and Mrs. Joines reared, are all Past Masters of their Father's lodge. 


On August 14, 1991 at a Family Picnic of Laurinburg Lodge No. 305, with 
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more than one hundred fifty (150) Masons and Friends present, I made my 
second Montfort Award presentation. This award was made to Worshipful 
Brother Harold C. Gibson. Past Master, Past District Deputy Grand Master 
and long time Masonic “workhorse” of Laurinburg Lodge Мо. 305. Brother 
Gibson, a faithful and energetic member of the fraternity for thirty-nine (39) 
years, has served his lodge in every capacity, while serving his District with 
distinction. Folowing his term as Master, he held some office in his lodge for 
the past thirty (30) years, serving eight (8) years as Treasurer and twenty (20) 
years as Secretary, the office he still holds. If there is no activity in his own 
lodge, Brother Gibson can usually be found visiting one of the lodges in the 
area, or promoting Freemasonry, in some manner.

OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


One of the pleasures of serving as a Grand Lodge Officer and as Grand 
Master has been the privilege to become better acquainted with the work that 
goeson in caring for our children at Oxford Orphanage. I am pleased to report 
to you that progress was made at the Orphanage, this year. Due to the 
leadership of our Superintendent, Brother David Grissom and his staff, we 
Saw our census grow this year, by twenty-four, to а total of 159 children. This is 
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an encouraging trend and we are optimistic that we will continue to increase 
the number of children we are caring for. 


On June 23rd a crowd estimated at more than 10,000 Masons and their 
families came to celebrate our annual St. John's Day celebration with the 
children. The members of our three Shrine Temples, OASIS, SUDAN and 
AMRAN once again demonstrated their love and support, by presenting an 
excellent parade and entertainment for our children. The Shrine Gourmet 
Units also provided an excellent lunch for those in attendance. I am deeply 
appreciative to the Nobles of our Shrine temples for their unselfish 
contribution (at their own personal expense) to makeSt. John's Day asuccess. I 
am also grateful to Brother Lloyd Young, Chairman and the members of the 
St. John's Day Celebration Committee, who work so hard year after year, to 
make that event the tremendous success that it is. 


Upon recommendation of the Long Range Study Committee, the Board of 
Directors voted to convert the Dairy Operation, which had lost money for the 
past several years, to a Beef Herd Operation. This has been done and it is 
anticipated that we will sell our first erop of calves in the fall of 1991. 


Another outgrowth of the Long Range Study Committee's 
recommendation, led the Board of Directors to approve the establishment and 
implementation of an Independent Living Program for those graduating 
students, who wish to continue their education. By renovating and utilizing 
Masters Cottage, we have provided those graduating students with a means to 
remain on campus while they attend the local Vance-Granville Community 
EO MERE for uptotwo (2) years, after which they could transfer to a four (4) year 
college. 

While the Long Range Study Committee's report included other thought 
provoking suggestions yet to beutilized, it was the feeling ofthe Board that the 
Committee had served its purpose and discharged them with thanks for a job 
well done. I would liketo add my personal thanks and appreciation to Brother 
Bruce Boyette, Chairman, and his Committee for the conscientious and 
professional manner in which they went about generating this valuable and 
useful report. 


To the Superintendent, Brother David Grissom and his Staff, I express 
my sincere appreciation for a job well done. To the Board of Directors, I 
express my profound gratitude for your advice, support and guidance and for 
always placing the best interest of the children at Oxford Orphanage foremost 
in your decisions. In concluding my report on Oxford Orphanage, it is 
somewhat disturbing to report to you that the total Operating Cost increased 
by $345,567.87 or 8.3596 during 1990. This is an ever present reminder of the 
ME cost of doing business today, in a market-place fueled by 
inflation. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


It continues to take from three to four years to be admitted to the Home, 
after the Board has approved the application. The waiting list has been above 
WE ds (100) for the past year and now stands at One Hundred Sixteen 

16). 

The central part of my program this year was to concentrate on the 
program initiated by three (3) previous Grand Masters, to build an addition to 
the Care Center, in order to alleviate the lengthy waiting list. We are 
committed to raising $2MM as our part. 

I asked each lodge to hold a "special" fund raiser, designated for the Care 
Center. The cooperation of the District Deputy Grand Masters and lodges has 
been encouraging and while all the reports are not yet in, it appears that we 
will reach or exceed $900M. I would encourage you to take a renewed look at 
your level of support of this worthwhile and essential endeavor. 
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During the past two years I visited "Homes" maintained by two other 
Grand Lodges. Brethren, we have a facility in Greensboro for our elderly 
Brothers and Sisters, that is unsurpassed in this Country. If you have never 
visited our "Home", I encourage you to do so before another year passes. À visit 
to Greensboro will give Freemasonry an added dimension, in your life. 


I appreciate the cooperation and support received from Sister Betty 
Harris, Worthy Grand Matron and Brother Phil Hudson, Worthy Grand 
Patron, during the past year. I would be remiss іп not expressing my thanks to 
the Superintendent, Brother Tommy Jones and his Staff and to the Board of 
Directors, for their advice, guidance and support during this memorable year. 


THE NORTH CAROLINA MASONIC FOUNDATION 


At December 31, 1990, the North Carolina Masonic Foundation reported 
an income of $332,259 for the year. Of these funds $125,000 was distributed to 
Oxford Orphanage and $207,259 to the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, due 
(о а more critical need. The Foundation had a value of $5,765,104 at the end of 
the year. 


During the past year, due to the pressing need for the Care Center 
addition at the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, the emphasis for fund raising 
was placed in that direction, until that critical problem is satisfied. However, 
we must never forget the importance that should be attached to building the 
Foundation, at least, to its established goal of $10,000,000. 


We owe a debt of gratitude to Most Worshipful Sam Hennis, Chairman 
and Brothers James R. Goodman, Jr., David B. Wilson, Charles E. Scott, Jr., 
and David Ford, who comprise the Board of Directors of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation and who have donesuch an outstanding job, handling the 
Investments of the Foundation. 


THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON 


The North Carolina Mason continues to serve as our most important 
medium for maintaining contact and advising the Craft of current Masonic 
events. It also serves to provide us with а vehicle to take us back down “memory 
lane” and recapture some of those golden moments in Freemasonry, from out 
of the past. I hope you will encourage the brethren in your lodges to avail 
themselves of the opportunity to improve in Masonic knowlege, by reading this 
educational monthly publication. 


Unfortunately, inflation, in the form of another postal increase, has once 
again reared its ugly head and will increase our cost of getting The North 
Carolina Mason into your hands. This additional expense reminds us once 
more, of the importance of the Secretaries furnishing the Printing 
Department of any changes in addresses. In view of the postage increase and 
the cost of redeeming undelivered mail, it is essential that mail returned at the 
Post Office window, due to incorrect address, be held to a minimum. 


In order to offset part of the postage increase, it is recommended that we 
consider going from twelve issues of four pages, to six issues of eight pages. 

To the Editor, Worshipful Brother Reynold Davenport, I express my deep 
appreciation for asuper job and for his many years of dedication to furthering 
the good image of Freemasonry, in so many ways.

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be 
held on December 10, 1990, entered on the minutes of that communication, and 
а proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for the stated 
communication at which the illegal ballot was taken (November 26, 1990) 
referring to this Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes. 


Given under my hand and seal at Rockingham, North Carolina, this 29th 
day of November, 1990. 


ORDER NO. 7 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary's office that 
Brother L.W.H. approached Brother Ken Davis, Secretary of Cannon 
Memorial Lodge No. 626, seeking to be restored after being excluded for 
nonpay ment of dues. 


In searching out Brother L.W.H.'s Masonic record, Brother Davis 
discovered that Brother L.W.H. had been reported to the Grand Lodge as 
having died on October 15, 1970, and there was no record of any exclusion. 


Apparently Brother L.W.H. believed for more than twenty years that he 
was an excluded Mason. He agreed to pay dues for two years prior to the 
erroneous report of his death, plus the current year's dues, when he attempted 
to apply for restoration. 


In order to correct the errors and misunderstandings in this matter, I 
hereby ORDER that Brother L.W.H. complete and file an Application for 
Restoration (Form 26), since there is noother form that can be used and that he 
attach his check for two years' dues (at the time of his erroneously reported 
death) plus the current year's dues. The lodge shall process the Application for 
Restoration as if he had actually been excluded. If, upon ballot, Brother 
L.W.H. is elected for restoration, the records of the Grand Lodge and your 
lodge will show that he is restored on the date of the ballot. The records shall 
also show that Brother L.W.H. was erroneously reported as having died on 
October 15, 1970, thus explaining the almost twenty-one years break in his 
membership record.

HONORS AND AWARDS 


The respect in which the office of Grand Master is held by most 
Freemasons, almost defies description. Ав a result, I was humbled and 
honored, on a number of occasions this year. 


Several Lodges and/or Districts presented me with momentos, usually 
having Masonic significance. I will forever treasure the thought behind these 
warm and thoughtful gestures. Five Lodges signally honored me with 
Honorary Memberships. Three Shrine Temples, including one from out of 
state, along with a Chapter of the National Sojourners, also presented me with 
Honorary Memberships. 


In addition to those tokens of recognition, thesupport and encouragement 
from the Brethren across the state is perhaps the highest honor that I received. 
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Those memories will remain with me long after my term as Grand Master has 
ended. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is my recommendation that we continue our usual appropriations for 
the support of Oxford Orphanage, The Masonic and Eastern Star Home, The 
Order of DeMolay, The Order of Rainbow for Girls, Job's Daughters, The 
Masonic Service Association, The George Washington Masonic National 
Memorial Association, The Conference of Grand Masters of Masons of North 
America, The Conference of Grand Secretaries of Grand Lodges of North 
America and The Southeastern Masonic Conference. 


I recommend that we continue to support the efforts to build the addition 
to the Care Center, at the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. When started, four 
(4) years ago, our goal was to raise a minimum of two million dollars. Thus far, 
we have raised almost $900,000. I challenge each Master to encourage his 
members to make use of Memorials to the Care Center. 


I recommend that we continue to support the Grand Master's Committee 
on Masonic Public Relations. To project a more positive imageof Freemasonry 
is a must, if we are to grow, both in numbers as well as in effectiveness. 


It is recommended that The Grand Lodge employ a full-time salaried 
individual to plan, direct and coordinate our fund raising activities, for The 
Home. The Orphanage and The Masonic Foundation. We continue to rely too 
heavily on the "Faithful Few" for the bulk of our fund raising, when the 
involvement of our total membership is needed for maximum results. In my 
opinion this can only be obtained by utilizing a full-time employee to 
coordinate the efforts of the lodges and the Superintendents. 

I recommend that the Committee on Masonic Research and Development 
continue the development and presentation of workshops, for the edification 
and development of the Officers and Members of our lodges. 


I recommend that once the Grand Lodge Group Insurance Program has 
been fully implemented, a study be made to determine the feasibility of 
including the Home and the Orphanage under this group program.

REGULATION 30-05. No new copy of the Official Standard of the Work or 
the Vocabulary shall be issued to any subordinate lodge except to replace those 
returned to the Grand Secretary due to their useless condition or to replace 
copies proved to be lost or completely destroyed. When any officer of any lodge 
shall fail or refuse to present or deliver up the copy of the Official Standard of 
the Work or the Vocabulary with which he is charged, or any or either of them, 
when called for by the Grand Master, his authorized representative, the Grand 
Secretary, the Grand Lecturer, a member of the Board of Custodians, a 
Distriet Deputy Grand Master, or a District Deputy Grand Lecturer, said 
lodge shall pay a penalty of $25.00 for each copy not so presented or delivered 
up; however, if it appears to the satisfaction of the Grand Master that thesame 
has actually been lost or completely destroyed and therefore cannot be 
presented or delivered up, he may remit the penalty; such delinquent officer 
Shall be subject also to the provisions of Regulation 30-07(2), (67-16(8). 


The Commmittee recommends adoption of this proposed amendment.

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Amend Regulation 85-08(2) to read as follows: 

REGULATION 35-08(2). To appoint from the Certified Lecturers, upon 
nomination by the Grand Lecturer, such District Deputy Grand Lecturers as 
the Board may deem necessary; provided no appointment shall extend beyond 
the next annual communication of the Grand Lodge. No such District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer shall be installed or compensated for his service as such; but 
his actual and necessary travel expense shall be paid by the Grand Lodge when 
approved by the Grand Lecturer; the rate shall not exceed fifteen cents per 
mile actually traveled, via the shortest route of travel, but not more than two 
visits to each lodge in his district during a calendar year. Before December 
tenth each year each District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall file an itemized 
account of such expense with the Grand Lecturer for his approval, and if 
approved the Grand Lecturer shall file the same with the Grand Secretary 
before December twentieth. 


The Committee recommends adoption of this proposed amendment. 
(ADOPTED) 


Amend Chapter 38 by adding Regulation 38-21 to read as follows: 
REGULATION 38-21. The Committee on Masonic Public relations shall 
consist of five members with staggered terms of from one to five years, to be 
appointed by the Grand Master, as follows: one for five years, one for four 
years, one for three years, one for two years and one for one year and their 
successors to be appointed for five year terms. 


It shall be the duty of this committee to develop and implement programs 
designed to increase public awareness of Freemasonry in this Grand 
Jurisdiction, and through appropriate methods to make the public aware of 
the good effects and purposes of the Masonic Fraternity. 


Amend Regulation 38-01(1) by adding: 
REGULATION 33-01(1)Р. On Masonic Public Relations 


The Committee recomends that these two proposed amendments, Regulations 
38-21 and 33-01 (1-P), be held over until the next Annual Communication for 
action by this Grand Lodge.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and accounts, old 
as well as new, shall be carefully preserved 
under lock and key by the Secretary as safely as 
possible from the hazards of fire, water, loss, or 
mutilation. 


(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be pre- 
served by lodges in suitable bookcases and under 
charge of the lodge Secretary who shall be 
responsible for their proper keeping. They may 
be loaned to members who shall return them to 
the lodge ator before the next succeeding stated 
communication. 


Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction shall 
keep copies of the laws of the Grand Lodge for the 
inspection of its members. It is the duty of the 
Master to enforce strictly such laws in the lodge 
over which he presides. The published Proceed- 
ings of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on file 
and shall be conclusive evidence of all matters 
reported therein as the action of the Grand 
Lodge, and except as otherwise provided, shall 
be evidence of other matters contained there.
